A CRACKDOWN on 
litter louts who 
blight Hackney has 
been launched this 

month. 

The aim is to target the 
few people who carelessly 
litter the borough, with 
little thought of the effect 
on other people and the 
environment. 

Four teams of Council 
enforcement officers will be 
taking action against 


anyone they catch fly- 
posting, dropping litter, not 
cleaning up after their dogs, 
or defacing buildings. 

Offenders face on-the- 
spot fines and could be 
prosecuted. Action will also 
be taken against businesses 
that are not disposing of 
waste responsibly. 

It cost £9million to clean 
up 10,852 tonnes of 
rubbish from Hackney 
streets last year - money 
that could be better spent 
on other services. 

The Council has 
dramatically improved the 
cleanliness of Hackney’s 


streets in recent years. A 
team of 90 street cleaners 
work round the clock, with 
the help of residents and 
businesses who take pride 
in the place they live and 
work. Mayor of Hackney, 
Jules Pipe said: “Residents

have long told me that 
keeping the streets clean 
and tidy is one of their most 
important concerns. 

“I am determined to 
continue to drive for 
making Hackney the 
cleaner, safer and greener 
place we all deserve.

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A month of 
celebration and 
sadness 


HACKNEY celebrated Olympic handover in style with 5,000 
people coming together in Shoreditch Park to watch the 
moment when London became the host city for the 201 2 
Games live on a big screen. 

There is a growing sense of local pride about the fact 
Hackney will be host to a large part of the Olympic park, 
and the outstanding performance of Team GB in this year’s 
Games certainly contributed to that. 

However, we cannot ignore the 
fact that as London prepared to 
celebrate, a young man lost his 
life in a neighbouring borough, 
another victim of senseless 
street violence. 

Since then we have also seen 
the murder of Shaquille Smith 
in Hackney, and previously the 
tragic death of Ahmed 
Benyermak who fell to his 
death in a violent attack. 

These incidents are a problem 
across the country. They are 
still mercifully rare, but they 
affect us all. 

Many residents in Hackney feel 
less safe as a result, especially 
young people and their parents. 

There are no quick solutions, 
but I want to reassure local 
people that the Council is 
working closely with Hackney 
Police to tackle youth violence, 
as well as supporting activities and opportunities for our 
young residents. 

Offenders are being identified and gangs broken up: it is 
reassuring that two people have already been charged 
with Shaquille's murder. 

Action is being taken, and communities can help by 
providing witness information. Everyone has a part to play. 
We can beat this problem, but only by working together.

minority - eight per cent - 
who admitted dropping 
litter when nobody is 
looking. 

The biggest litter 
problem in Hackney is 
from smokers. Many don’t 
see themselves as litter 
louts, yet drop cigarette 
butts on the pavement. 

This year, the Council is 
also spending an 
additional £395,000 to 
double the number of 
graffiti-busting teams, 
boost fly-poster removal, 
and increase the number 
of street cleaners. They 
will focus on town centre 
areas, and sweeping up to 
200 of the borough’s roads 
more regularly. 

Mayor Pipe added: 
“Making Hackney’s 
streets among the cleanest 
in London relies on 
everyone playing their 
part.

THE grave of a descendant 
of a key figure in the anti- 
slavery movement has been 
Grade II listed. 

Joanna Vassa’s grave in 
Abney Park Cemetery, 

Stoke Newington, was 
restored last year thanks to 
Council funding. The listing 
means extra care must be 
taken over its future and 
preservation.

A man of 

principle

I T’S hard to believe the 
fit, young-looking man 
bounding across the 
I reception of swanky 
central London offices has 
been teaching for 24 years. 

But you soon understand 
why Mark Emmerson, a 46- 
year-old father of four, 
joined the profession and 
why, with more than 17 
years experience in senior 
roles, he was appointed as 
Principal of The City 
Academy, Hackney, due to 
open in 2009.

He wasn’t looking for 
another headship, but 
jumped at the chance to 
open an academy after 
learning the sponsors were 
KPMG and City of London, 
who he already had a good 
working relationship with 
and shared values about 
education. 

Mark was also keen to 
remain in Hackney, where 
he knows primary school 
heads and The Learning 
Trust, which runs the 
borough’s education 
services on behalf of 
the Council. He said: 
“To start a new 
school, to set 
the name, 
corporate 
image, ethos 
and values of 
the school 


exciting as it gets in terms of 
being a head.” 

This year has been about 
recruiting staff, making 
contacts, visiting other 
schools and getting ideas to 
formulate a plan for the 
academy. Mark is currently 
writing policy, organising 
open evenings, designing 
classroom spaces, and 
looking at new methods of 
using ICT. His philosophy 
around behaviour, values 
and success is guided by his 
experience as a parent and 
reflected in the Academy’s 
motto, ‘Values and Success’. 

He is looking forward to 
seeing the new school fitted 
out and students arriving on 
the first day, smartly dressed 
in their uniform. Over the 
next year, his team will work 
hard to make sure the 
opening is as smooth as 
possible.

With a year to set up the 
new academy, he says he has 
rediscovered the luxury of a 
lunch break and is taking 
full advantage of his gym 
membership. “I intend to 
become the fittest principal 


in Hackney,” he joked. But 
admits that will be hard to 
maintain once the school 
opens next year.

Up to £6,000 is available 
for owner-occupiers and 
landlords to pay for loft 
insulation, pipe and tank 
lagging, draught- 
proofing, boiler 
replacement and 
thermostatic radiator 
valves. The Council’s

fitting window and door 
locks, bolts, door chains

AYOUTH group has been 
helping aspiring artists spread 
their artistic wings - without 
breaking the law. 

SkyWay brought in a 
professional graffiti artist to 
help 1 3 young people transform 
a once neglected space in 
Dalston, as part of a project 
called Graffinnit. The group, 
aged 1 2 to 25, worked together 
for seven weeks to paint a wall 


in a car park. Their large, eye- 
catching artwork depicts 
London life, from St Pauls in 
striking dark grey, to the red of 
a huge Tube sign. 

The scheme was set up in 
response to demand from 
young people for more creative 
and artistic youth programmes. 
There will be an exhibition of 
the finished art work in 
November at Rothschild 
investment bank. Shoreditch- 
based SkyWay’s aim is to 


‘address the personal support 
needs of young people, aged 1 0 
to 25, across Hackney, enabling 
them to realise their potential 
and contribute positively to their 
community through a range of 
youth led programmes’. 

Cllr Alan Laing, Cabinet 
Member for Neighbourhoods 
and Regeneration, said: “It is 
good that young people are 
being given the chance to 
express their creativity in a 
positive, controlled 


environment, rather than 
illegally tagging and vandalising 
property. 

“The Council is cracking down 
on illegal graffiti to clean up 
Hackney, but projects like this 
can enhance the local 
environment.”

year’s event. Even though it 
rained, it didn’t dampen the 
mood of the 10,000 strong 
crowd of 14 to 18-year-olds.

people’s knowledge of how 
bad bullying is. It’s an 
important subject,” said 17- 
year-old Clare. 

The films were part of the 
‘CUT-it-Out’ campaign 
launched last year by former 
X-Factor winner, Shayne 
Ward, Vodafone UK and 
Beatbullying. 

Not everyone agreed that 
it was the best time to be 
raising such issues. Mark, 

14, said: “I wonder how 
interested people really are. 
People aren’t here to learn 
about bullying.” 

Scottish five-piece The 
Dykeenies lost none of their 
enthusiasm and spirit despite 
performing on one of the 
smallest of the festival’s six 
stages. Another favourite 
were Foals, who set the 
crowd alight. Front man 
Yannis Philippakis said, 
“There’s unbridled energy 
here. There’s a real 
enthusiasm that’s genuine 
and very youthful.” 

This year’s festival saw 
even more candy floss, neon 
footless tights and glow 
sticks than last year, 
resulting in a clash of colour, 
music and good vibes.

S URGEON Leo 

Cheng can usually 
be found helping 
Hackney folk as an 
oral and facial surgeon at 
Homerton hospital. 

But he has also spent a 
fortnight for the past four 
years with a unique team of 
surgeons, doctors and 
nurses in West Africa, 
providing treatment for 
people suffering from 
disfiguring facial tumours, 
cleft lips, goiters and war 
wounds. 

The team, working on 
behalf of international 
charity Mercy Ships, are 
based on a hospital boat, 
which gives them access to 
some of the world’s poorest 


countries. Each time the 
Africa Mercy docks, 
thousands of people queue 
up to receive an assessment 
for free treatment.

Leo said: “For the 
patients I see on this ship, 
life is a grinding struggle 
just to get a clean mouthful 
of water. So people, many 
of them very young, get 
infections and abscesses in 
their mouths and on their 
faces which develop into 
tumours and growths. 

“These are so unsightly 
that the patients are cast 


out from their communities 
or hidden away in sheds 
with livestock.” 

During his two-week stay, 
Leo performs between 15 
and 20 operations, some 
several hours long. 

He admits it is hard work 
but said: “It is so uplifting 
to see children who can 
smile again or young 
women who are able to live 
normally.” 

Leo stressed that medical 
intervention is just one way 
to improve long-term living 
conditions for people: “The 
real heroes are the 
volunteers who go out into 
the bush and drill for wells, 
enabling villages to have 20 
years of clean drinking 
water. This goes some way 
to ensuring that we may 
have to treat less patients 
with awful deformities in 
the future.”

Putting people first 

A MAJOR new Government initiative to improve the quality 
of social care services for adults and older people is being 
introduced in Hackney over the next three years. 

This year saw the launch of a landmark document called 
‘Putting People First’. This paper set out a vision for Adult 
Social Care that aims to ensure older people, those with 
chronic conditions or mental health problems and 
disabled people have the best possible quality of life and 
are able to live independent and fulfilling lives. 

At the heart of this paper, is a focus on personalised care 
and support so individuals can exercise maximum control 
over their own lives, whatever their level of need. 

The Council is responding to this by looking at ways it can 
‘personalise’ the services it provides and how best to 
achieve that goal. It will also be engaging with everyone 
who receives social care support in Hackney to make sure 
they understand what this means for them. 

There will be an emphasis on early intervention and 
prevention, meaning more people will be supported to stay 
as independent and healthy as possible for as long as 
possible. The Council plans to enable those who qualify for 
services to carry out self-assessments and develop their 
own support plans. This will be backed up with qualified 
advice and help for anyone who needs it.

What’s in a 
street name? 


By Sally England 


M uch of an 

area’s history 
can be 
wrapped up 
in the names 
of its streets - the meaning 
just waiting to be unravelled 
and explored. 

Modern street naming is 
carefully controlled by the 
Council. Proposals are 
submitted to the Post Office 
and Emergency Services for 
comment and must comply 
with certain criteria. 

These ensure that street 
names are not the same as, 
or very similar to, others in 
the area, are not difficult to 
say or spell, and are not 
offensive. Ideally names will 
have some sort of link with 
local history or 
commemorate a 
distinguished former 
resident. 

However, such control is 
a relatively recent 
development and in the past 
all sorts of names were 
used. In Shoreditch, for 
example, some like today, 
recall prominent 
local citizens: 
the path to Sir 
George 
Whitmore’s 
home at 
Balmes 
House is 
still 

with us 
today as 


Whitmore Road. 

Some recorded local 
features: Pitfield Street 
quite literally passed a 
pit in a field! And some 
simply told what was 
known of the 
thoroughfare itself: Old 
Street is probably a 
Roman road, and thus a 
very old street. 

Shoreditch is 
particularly rich in 
puzzling and amusing 
names, many of which 
have now disappeared, 
but which can still be 
found mentioned on 
historical maps and in 
documents relating to 
the area. 

Anning Street is 
today a small turning 
off New Inn Yard, 
supposedly named 
after a local bank 
manager in 1890, 
but earlier it bore 
the colourful title 
of Plum Pudding 
Alley. 

Another tasty sounding 
name was Gingerbread 
Alley, later renamed Reform 
Place and cleared to make 
way for Great Eastern 
Street in 1876. Drink 
featured too in Punchbowl 
Alley which 
once ran 
north from 
Eldon Street, 
and in Coffee 
House Walk which is 
today’s Bacchus 
Walk. 

If food and 
drink were 
sold locally 
then these street 
W names can be

easily understood, but there 
are other names with no 
obvious explanation. 

Who was the husband 
commemorated in 
Bridegroom Court which 
once ran south from 
Hoxton Square? Did a 
witch or a brush-seller live 
in Broomstick Court, now 
Appold Street? 

Blunderbus Court off 
Kingsland Road may have 
been named for its shape, as 
perhaps was the crooked 
Thunderbolt Alley, later 
renamed Bolt Court and 
eventually made part of 
Worship Street. 

Piggy’s Island today 
bears the grander name 
of Goldsmith’s Row, but 
was once one of the 
poorest and roughest 
parts of Shoreditch. 

Land of 
Promise sounds 
a fine place to 
live and 
perhaps it once 
was, but in later years 
it became an access 
road to the workhouse 
and hardly lived up to 
its name. 

As for the lane which 
once ran near the Rose 
and Crown pub in what 
is today Pitfield Street, 
perhaps the ale had a 
strange effect for it to be 
known as Sound Arse 
Alley!

NEW vehicles are helping to 
ensure improved transport for 
Hackney service users. 

The 1 4 new vehicles meet 
European emissions standards 
to reduce C02 output, and use 
full air suspension to minimise 
wear and tear, while most parts 
can be recycled. 

They are spacious, with a more 
aerodynamic design, while air- 
spring suspension allows the 
vehicles to ‘kneel’ and lower the 


step height for passengers. 
There are also wider seats, 
extra leg-room, more 
wheelchair space, and a larger 
tail-lift to accommodate 


wheelchairs. The vehicles are 
bristling with modern 
technology, which not only adds 
to the comfort of the journey, but 
also contributes to safety.

•400g crayfish shells, cleaned, crushed, roasted 
•20g tomato paste 

• 12.5ml brandy 
•55ml white wine, dry 
•45ml fish stock 

• 25ml water 

• 22g roux, blond 
•11 Oml cream, hot 
•fctsp lemon juice 

•4g tarragon leaves, chopped 

•salt & cayenne pepper, ground, as needed 


Method 

• In large pot, heat oil over medium heat, add 
onions and sweat for 5 minutes. Add carrots, 
celery, leeks, fennel, and garlic and sweat for 
5 minutes 

•Add crayfish shells and sweat for 1 0 minutes 
until shells are fragrant and liquid is released 
•Add the tomato paste and cook until it turns 
rusty brown. Add the brandy and flambe 
•Add the wine and reduce by half, add stock 
and water and bring to a boil. Add rice and 
cook, covered for 45 minutes
